At the termination of the interview, HINMAN volunteered to 
assist the Bureau in any manner in which he might be of value. It.is 
the belief of the interviewing agents that HINMAN was genuinely attempt- 
ing to co-operate, although it should be noted he did display some re- 
luctancy to discuss Communist Party activities of persons whom he knew 
had terminated their active Communist Party membership. In regard to 
individuals currently active within the Communist Party, HINMAN showed 
no reluctancy in furnishing information concerning them and volunteered 
information of value in several matters which is being incorporated in 
the appropriate case files. 


It is the recommendation of the San Francisco Office that the 
security index card presently maintained on this subject be cancelled.

On September 17, 1952 in connection with the prosecution 
of the Hawaiian Smith Act Subjects, LOYAL ANSON HINMAN was 
interviewod by Special Agents GARNETT T. TUNSTALL and WILLIAM F.
